I| Only About Twelve Per Cent, of Its

“Western Canada,” in the sense 
that the term is generally used, come 
prises the three prairie provinces 0 
| Alberta, Saskatchewan and Manitoba, 
The area of each province is roughly 
(250,000 square miles, The total area, 
756,000 square miles, is six times the 
size of the British Isles and nearly 
four times ‘the size of either France 
or Germany. It is five times the size 
of the state of California, fourteen 
times that of the state of Illinois, gix- 
teen times that of the.state of New 
York, and ninety times that of the 
state of Massachusetts. 

These three pkeuinces comprise a 
‘land area of 000,000 acres. At 
\ least 200,000,000 acres are good farm- 
ing land that can be put: under crop, 
but less than 25,000,000 acfes are ac- 
tually cultivated at the areenat tins 
—-that is to say, only about twelve 
per cent. of what is known to be good 
is at present utilized. All the remain- 
der id fine arable land that awaits sct- 
tlers. 

The population of these three pro- 
vinces is about one million and three- 
quarters.
